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CHIEF  ENGINEER'S    REPORT. 


I  herewith  submit  my  report  as  Chief  Engineer  of  Som- 
ersworth  Fire  Department  for  the  past  year  : 

It  is  very  gratif  jing  to  say  that  we  have  had  but  one 
fire  this  past  year  and  that  was  on  the  night  of  July  3,  on 
Main  St.,  in  what  is  known  as  "Shorey  Lane."  The  amount 
of  damage  was  small. 

Our  Fire  Department  is  in  good  condition,  and  there  exists 
a  friendly  feeling  between  them  all.  The'  number  of  men 
on  the  rolls  is  about  180. 

There  are  aow  28  hydrants,  two  (2)  having  been  put  in 
this  year,  one  (1)  on  Fore  St.  and  one  (1)  in  front  of  Cen- 
tral Building,  which  has  caused  so  much  comment.  My  in- 
structions were  to  set  it  at  the  edge  of  the  sidewalk,  where 
it  rightly  belongs. 

Hydrants  are  cheaper  than  hose,  and  every  additional 
length  of  hose,  will  lessen  the  pressure  about  five  (5)  pounds 
every  50  feet  length,  whereas  if  less  hose  was  used,  we 
would  get  better  results  from  our  water. 

The  only  thiijg  now  needed  by  the  Department,  and  what 
it  ought  to  be,  is  a  better  water  supply,  more"  pressure, 
and  larger  street  main,  so  that  we  can  use  four  (4)  lines  of 
hose  at  one  fire,  without  reducing  the  pressure. 

For  want  of  school  room,  we  have  allowed  No.  4  engine 
hall  to  be  used  as  a  temporary  school  room.  It  is  hoped 
that  the  school  district  will  make  some  other  arrangements, 
as  it  makes  it  very  inconvenient  for  the  company  about  hold- 
ing meetings. 

I  hare  sold  several    hundred  feet  of  old   leather  hose  unfit 
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for  use  aod  in  the  way.  amounting  to  $73.56,  a  check  for 
same  was  sent  to  Town  Treasure)-  and  credited  to  Fire  De- 
partment. 

I  sincerely  hope  that  the  town  will  adopt  one  of  the  four 
(4)  propositions  which  have  been  presented,  either  of  which 
will  give  us  high  water  service,  and  might  prevent  our  having 
a  large  fire  and  loss  of  property.

REPORT 


Ot'  THE 


Superintending  School  Committee, 

OF  DISTRICT  NO  3, 

SOMERSWORTH,   N.   H. 


After  the  full  reports  made  for  the  last  two  years,  very 
little  of  special  character  is  needed  in  the  present  record  of 
our  school  work.  The  corps  of  teachers  remains  as  last  year 
with  one  or  two  exceptions.  Miss  Scott  returned  to  her 
place  in  the  High  School  after  a  year's  absence.  A  new 
school  has  been  served  by  Miss  Stella  Downing.  Sickness 
has  disturbed  somewhat  the  regular  attendance,  and  a  few 
days  were  lost  from  the  school  record.  The  last  report  ad- 
vised the  provision  of  a  chemical  laboratory  in  the  basement 
of  the    High   School  building.     Upon  examination,    it   was 
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found  that  such  a  room  could  be  arranged  in  one  of  the  halls 
opening  out  of  the  High  School  recitation  room.  This  room 
was  fitted  with  sinks,  running  water,  gas  and  chemical  appa- 
ratus. The  school  is  now  well  equipped  for  this  important 
branch  of  high  school  study.  The  graduating  class  of  '89 
presented  to  this  school  a  very  valuable  set  of  the  Encyclo- 
pedia Britannica,  comprising  25  volumes,  bound  in  half  mo- 
rocco. A  gift  that  will  be  of  much  service  in  the  work  of 
the  school  room.  The  grammar  school  department  has  a 
corps  of  well  known  and  successful  teachers  and  an  unusu- 
ally large  number  of  pupils.  It  has  been  necessary  to  retain 
an  entire  school  in  the  Orange  St.  school  building.  This 
crowded  out  of  its  usual  place  another  school  that  was  pro- 
vided for  by  fitting  up  the  engine  house  hall  on  Prospect  St., 
and  the  employment  of  an  additional  teaclier.  The  commit- 
tee do  not  regard  this  as  a  perfect  or  permanent  solution  of 
the  difficulty,  but  no  plan  was  suggested  with  as  few  oV)jec- 
tious  as  the  one  that  was  adopted.  For  two  years  we  have 
been  attempting  to  meet  the  necessities  of  our  schools  in  re- 
gard to  room,  by  various  makeshifts.  All  of  these  have  been 
temporary.  They  are  not  satisfactory,  they  were  simply 
the  most  feasible  plans  under  existing  conditions.  The  diffi- 
culties for  next  fall  term  seem  to  the  present  committee  to 
suggest  some  problems  not  easily  solved  with  satisfactojy 
results.  The  great  question  is  that  of  room.  In  the  lower 
grades,  two  years  ago,  we  sought  relief  from  overcrowding, 
by  two  new  schools  in  the  Oranoe  St.  house.  That  relief 
was  only  temporary,  as  those  same  schools  have  so  increased 
in  numbers  that  another  division  is  as  much  needed  as  was  the 
first  one.  There  is  no  evading  the  fact  that  if  we  are  to  fur- 
nish reputable  accommodations  for  the  scholars  that  come  to 
our   doors,  we    need  at   present   three   more    school    rooms 
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than  can  be  provided  under  the  joofs  of  our   present   school 
bouses. 

The  committee  unite  in  the  belief  that  the  educational 
interests  of  our  community  demand  at  once  the  erection  of  a 
new  school  house  containing  eight  recitation  rooms.  We 
believe  the  new  building  should  stand  in  the  center  of  the 
lot,  now  occupied  by  the  Union  and  Green  St.  houses.  Our 
people  demand  good  schools  and  have  cordially  supported 
any  reasonable  effort  for  improvements.  This  iratter  needs 
attention.  VVe  have  not  been  in  the  habit,  in  our  reports,  of 
mentioning  the  work  of  individual  teachers.  Nor  do  we  wish 
to  do  so  now.  With  the  new  demands  for  instruction  in 
music  and  drawing  ;  we  ask  more  of  our  teachers  than  hereto- 
fore. Too  many  are  unqualified  to  render  any  practical  as- 
sistance in  these  branches.  We  feel  that  our  teachers  ought 
to  prepare  themselves  for  this  new  work.  To  secure  the  re- 
sults desired,  soon  no  teachers  ought  to  be  employed  who 
are  not  qualified  to  give  satisfactory  instruction  in  these 
branches.  One  member  of  the  committee,  who  has  served 
the  distrlci  faithfully  for  so  many  years,  has  been  unable  to 
assist  in  the  supervision  of  the  schools  the  present  year  as 
formerly.  Necessarily  Mr.  Chandler's  work  has  fallen  to 
others,  and  verj'  likely  some  of  it  has  been  omitted  uninten- 
tionally.
